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(A)  INTRODUCTION 


The  Data  in  this  collection  has  "been  gathered  from  many  reliable 
sources.  It  is  rather  meagre  for  a  larme  family  such  as  the  POSTDR 
Family.  A  "complete''  Genealogy  of  the  POSTER  Family  would  comprise 
about  four  volumes  of  from  800  to  1,000  pages  each.  Great  care  has 
been  exercised  to  insure  the  accuracy  of  this  data.  We  have  also  aimed 
to  include  such  material  as  would  be  of  the  greatest  interest  and  im¬ 
portance  to  the  reader.  Special  attention  is  invited  to  Chapter  (N), 
regarding  the  proposed  POSTER  FAMILY  ASSOCIATION,  the  NATIONAL  FOSTER 
REUNIONS,  etc.;  also  to  Page  4,  regarding  the  FOSTER  COAT  OF  ARMS;  and 
to  Reference  57g. 

Unless  otherwise  plainly  shown,  those  persons  in  this  collection 
(except  Chapter  (E)-)  who  bear  a  number  of  three  figures,  are  sons  of 
the  immediately  preceding  persons  bearing  immediately  preceding  num¬ 
bers  of  three  figures,  accompanied  by  the  same  letter  of  the  alphabet. 
All  persons  in  the  same  group,  bearing  numbers  of  three  figures,  ac¬ 
companied  by  the  same  letter  or  lettors,  aro  known  to  be  related.  The 
generations  of  the  descendants  of  a  FOSTER  name  accompanied  by  three 
figures,  are  represented  as  follows;

Many  names  (hence  the  numbers  also)  are  missing 
in  this  collection,  only  male  heads  of  families  prior  to  1850,  having 
been  taken.

The  name  FOSTER  was  originally  "Forrester",  meaning  one  who  has 
the  ca.re  of  wild  lands  or  loves  the  forest,  "this  trait  being  con¬ 
sidered  a  characteristic  taste  in  representatives  of  the  family  through 
all  generations".  Another  definition  of  the  name  is:  "One  who  has 
charge  of  a  forest — an  officer  appointed  to  watch  a  forest --an  inha¬ 
bitant  of  a.  forest,  a  sylvan".  Later  the  name  became  FORESTER,  then 
FOSTER.  There  are  many  families  in  America  who  spell  the  name  "For¬ 
rester"  and  "Forester". 


The  recorded  history  of  the  FOSTER  FAMILY  begins  with  ANACEER, 
GREAT  FORESTER  OF  FLANDERS,  who  died  in  837  (see  page  5).  It  con¬ 
tinues  through  Baldwin  I  of  Flanders,  who  married  Princess  Judith, 
laughter  of  Charles  II  of  France.  Baldwin  I  built  castles  at  Bruges 
and  Ghent  to  defend  the  country  against  the  Normans,  and  died  at  Arras 
in  877.  Baldwin  II  of  Flanders,  married  princoss  Alfrith,  daughter 
of  Alfred  the  Great,  King  of  England;  he  made  war  against  Endos,  Count 
of  Paris,  who  defeated  him  and  usurped  the  French  crown .  He  died  in 
919  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Arnulf  of  Flanders,  the  Forester, 
who  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  988,  Baldwin  III  of  Flanders,  called  "of 
Hie  handsome  beard";  married  a  daughter  of  the  Count  of  Luxembourg;  he

was  a  great  warrior,  and  defended  his  country  against  the  united  for¬ 
ces  of  the  Emporer  Henry,  King  Robert  of  Prance,  and  the  Duke  of  Nor¬ 
mandy;  he  died  in  1034,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Baldwin  IV  of 
Plunders,  called  "Le  Debonair”,  married  Princess  Adela,  daughter  of 
Robert,  King  of  Prance,  by  whom  he  had  issue;  his  daughter  Matilda 
married  WILLIAM  THE  CONQUEROR;  sons  Sir  Richard  Forester;  Sir  Hugo 
Forester,  died  in  1121;  Sir  Reginald  Forster,  knighted  by  King  Stephen 
at  the  battle  of  the  Standard,  1138,  died  in  1156;  Sir  William  Forster 
died  in  1176;  Sir  John  Forster,  accompanied  Richard  I  to  Palestine, 
where  he  received  the  honor  of  knighthood  -  he  died  in  1220;  Sir  Ran¬ 
dolph  Forster,  accompanied  Prince  Richard,  brother  of  Henry  III,  to 
France  In  1225  -  he  died  in  1256. 


SIR  RICHARD  FORESTER,  brother-in-law  of  WILLIAM  THE  CONQUEROR, 
was  present  with  him  at  the  Battle  of  Hastings,  1066.  SIR  RICHARD’S 
descendants  settled  in  various  parts  of  England,  Ireland  and  Scotland, 
and  later  in  America.  The  Fosters  seem  to  have  located  in  the  nor¬ 
thern  counties  of  England,  and  in  the  early  centuries  of  English  his- 
tory,  participated  in  many  sturdy  encounters  with  their  Scottish  foes.

The  FOSTERS  have  distinguished  themselves  in  the  affairs  of  the 
various  countries  where  they  have  lived  for  the  past  thousand  years. 
"The  family  has  furnished  to  the  world  its  share  of  the  fruits  of  toil 
and  it  has  contributed  its  share  to  enterprise  z  nd  progress."  The 
name  is  held  in  high  esteem  and  is  frequently  found  on  the  pages  of 
history.  Hon.  Lafayette  S.  Foster  was  Vice-President  of  the  Republic 
and  President  pro  tom  of  the  Senate,  Andrew  Johnson's  administration. 
Hon.  John  W.  Foster  of  Indiana,  was  premier  of  President  Harrison’s 
cabinet.  Hon.  Charles  Foster  of  Ohio,  was  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 
Many  have  attained  high  positions  in  financial  life  anti  many  have 
gained  prominence  in  military  affairs.  The  record  of  Major-General 
John  G.  Foster  through  the  Mexican  War  and  the  Civil  War,  stamped  him 
as  a  splendid  soldier.  Professor  Bell  is  the  reputed  and  accredited 
inventor  of  the  telephone,  but  before  that  distinguished  man  had  ever 
conceived  the  plan  of  electric  transmission  of  the  human  voice,  Joseph 
Foster  of  Keene,  N.H.,  a  mechanical  genius,  had  constructed  and  put 
into  actual  use,  a  telephone  embodying  practically  the  same  working 
plan  a.s  the  Bell  machine.  Hundreds  of  other  Fosters  who  "did  things" 
worthy  of  note  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages. 


•  Today  the  FOSTERS  are  found  in  every  state  of  the  Union  and  in 
every  land  where  the  English  language  is  spoken.  The  most  prolific 
branch  consists  of  the  descendants  of  REGINALD  FOSTER,  who  settled  at 
Ipswich,  Mass,  (see  page  17).  It  is  believed  that  all  the  FOSTERS, 
excepting  those  who  have  adopted  the  name,  are  descendants  of  ANACHER, 
GREAT  FORSTER,  and  are  blood  kin  to  one  another --"forty-second  cou¬ 
sins",  more  or  less. 


During  its  existence,  the  FOSTER  Family  has  been  a  hardy,  per¬ 
severing  and  progressive  race,  almost  universally  endowed  with  an  in¬ 
tense,  nervous  energy.  As  a  rule,  the  FOSTERS  lived  to  a  ripe  old 
age  and  had  large  families.  All  who  claim  the  name  and  blood  of  FOS¬ 
TER  have  just  cause  to  ho  proud.

This  Coat  of  Arms  has  been  displayed  b j  members  of  the  FOSTER 
family  for  many  centuries.  :iAMERI C A  HERALDICA"  pub.  1886,  and  ’’GORE'S 
LIST  OF  ARMS  USED  IE  NS"r  ENGLAND  BET ’LEER  1701  and  17  24”,  show  that 
FOSTER  families  used  this  Arms  in  America  long  before  the  Revolution. 

James  Foster  and  his  wife  both  died  1732,  and  lie  buried"  in  the 
old  Dorchester  churchyard.  On  their  tombstone  this  Coat  of  Arms  is 
found.  The  same  Arms  is  found  on  the  tombstone  of  the  wife  of  Richard 
Foster  (Richard  was  born  1695). 

The  same-  Arms  is  used  by  many  of  the  titled  Foster  Families  of 
the  British  Empire.  While  there  are  other  FOSTER  Arms  which  differ  in 
some  respects,  there  are  many  characteristics  which  they  have  in  com¬ 
mon,  most  of  them  having  the  chevron  and  all  of  then  having  the  bugle 
horns  . 

Those  who  are  interested ■ in  details  regarding  the  FOSTER  Coat  of 
Arms,  may  find  further  information  in  references  5,  6,  10,  15,  20,  35, 
36,  37,  39  and  57g  ( Page  108  of  this  collection).

knowledge.  SIR  RICHARD  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  A102 . 
A102  SIR  HUGO  FORESTURIOUS  or  FORSTER:  Marched  against  Magnus,  I'ing  of 
Norway*  when  ho  invaded  England  A .D .  1101;  in  the  battle  that 
ensued,  Zing  Magnus  was  slain  and  his  troops  routed.  D.  1121. 

(1)  SIR  REGINALD:  Was  knighted  by  King  Stephen  for  his  valiant 
conduct  at  the  battle  of  the  Standard,  fought  Aug.  22,  1138. 
D.  1156. 

(A)  SIR  WILLIAM:  Took  an  active  part  in  suppressing  two  for¬ 
midable  insurrections  that  broke  out  in  Wales  A.D.  1163 
and  again  in  1165.  In  1166  he  took  his  departure  for 
Franco,  tho  peoplo  of  Brittany  having  rebelled  against 
their  Duke  Conan,  but  the  insurrection  was  quelled  by 
HENRY  II  with  his  usual  promptitude,  and  afforded  him  a 
pretext  for  taking  tho  government  into  his  own  hands. Sir 
William  was  about  to  return  to  England  when  Henry  became 
involved  in  hostilities  with  LOUIS  VII,  so  he  remained 
and  took  part  in  all  the  engagements.  The  war  terminated 
by  tho  peace  concluded  at  Montmirail,  Jan.  6,  1169,  and 
he  returned  to  England.  D.  1176. 

(a)  SIR  JOHN:  Accompanied  RICHARD  THE  LION-HEARTED  to 

Palestine,  where  he  received  the  honor  of  knighthood 
for  his  valor.  He  was  one  of  those  who  compelled 
John  to  sign  the  Magna  Charta  in  1215.  D.  1220. 

1  SIR  RANDOLPH:  Accomnanied  Prince  Richard,  brother 
of  HENRY  III,to  Franco  in  1225,  tho  Prince  being 
sent  b j  tho  Zing  for  the  purpose  of  regaining  his 
French  provinces.  After  a  year's  fighting  an  ar¬ 
mistice  was  agreed  upon,  but  the  French  King  died 
before  its  expiration  and  the  hostilities  wore  a- 
gain  renewed,  but  ended  in  very  little  result.

A  SIR  ALFRED:  Assisted  Prince  Edward  after  his 
escape  from  tho  rebel  barons, in  raising  on  army 
for  the  purpose  of  releasing  his  father,  HENRY 
III,  and  Prince  Richard  from  their  confinement, 
and  was  appointed  one  of  tho  King's  officers. 
Having  collected  his  army,  Prince  Edward  fought 
the  hat rle  of  Evorsham,  Aug.  4,  1265,  in  which  he 
was  victorious.  Sir  Alfred  received  the  honor  of 
knighthood  on  the  battlefield.  D.  1284. 
a  SIR  REGINALD:  Fought  at  Bannockburn  in  1314; 
d.  1328.  His  descendants  were  great  chieftains 
many  being  knighted,  and  being  closely  allied 
to  the  Royalty  in  Scotland,  Ireland,  Wales  and 
England.  3ixty-one  of  this  family  held  the 
offices  of  mayors  or  sheriffs  of  the  town  of 
Galway.  Francos  Blake  Forster  left  5  ch.,  2 
sons  and  three  daughters,  who  still  survived 
and  one  of  whom,"Capt,  Blake  Forster,  J.P.  of 
Forster  Street  House  in  Galway  and  Bally  Kc-ale 
County  Clare,  is  the  present  (1866)  head  of 
the  Blake  Forster  family"  There  is  a  monument 
to  the  memory  of  Sir  John  (of  the  time  1190) 
in  Bamborough  Abbey,  being  his  effigy  in  full 
armor .

(2)  SIR  HUGO:  A  person  of  great  eminence  during  the  reign  of  KING 
STEPHEN,  who  appointed  him  Chief  Guard  of  the  Royal  Forests 
of  England,  in*  1152  he  witnessed  a  deed  in- Northumberland 
in  which  ho  is  styled  Forcsturious  (the  Latinized  name  of 
Forster).

HENRY  FOSTER:  1796-1931;  navigator;  astronomer  and  survo^J-or; 
eldest  son  of  HENRY  FOSTER  of  WOC  3  PLUMP? ON,  near  Preston,  Lancashire 
Was  appointed  Sub-Lt .  in  the  Brit ish  Navy  1815;  made  surveys  of  the 
Columbia  River  when  the  ho un dry  was  established  b  tween  Croat  Britain 
and  the  United  States;  afterwards  made  valuable  survey  of  north  shore 
of  the  LaPla.ta.  River ;  as  astronomer  to  the  expedition,  Roster  sailed 
with  Sir  Edward  Parry  on  his  3rd  vdyage  of  the  Northwest  discovery, 
1825,  and  again  accompanied  him  1027  in  his  attempt  to  roach  the  Port 
Polo.  Conducted  many  experiments  with  astronomical  and  nautical  in¬ 
struments.  His  exploration  expeditions  took  him  to  many. other  parts 
of  the  world,  including  Capo  Horn  and  the  Island  of  St.  Helena.  He 
was  drowned  in  a  small  stream  in  Panama ,  1831;  his  body  was  recovered 
and  buried  on  the  hank  .of  the -stream,  the.  spot  being  marked  by  a  monu 
ment ;  one  of  his  comrades  in  the  Arctic  expedition  wrote,  "There  were 
few  officers  in  the  service  .whose  minds  could  havo -boon  .more  highly 
c ult i vat cd  than  Foster’s " .
